Rosabel, O., the engine exploded for 
some reason, which has never yet been 
disclosed, and the engineer, Ruben Ha- 
sim. was klowu into an adjacent corn- 
field and instantly killed. The remains 
of the engine were gathered op and 
brought to CbjHu-crhe, 
where they 


were iilaced iu the "ijoueyard," along

Every day, by the aid of petroleum, 
the garbage of the city is burned. The 
work of sanitation is not confined 
the streets, but extends to the dwelli 
houses, shops and buildings of ail oili- 
er kinds. 


To accomplish this, bcwoTcr, the 


doors of houses had to be smashed ia, 
and people making sewers of thorough- 
fares were publicly horsewhipped in 
the streets. 
Eminently respectable 


citizens were forcibly brought before 
the ccmmanuiKg general and sentence', 
to aid in cleaning the streets they were 
ia the hahif. o! dealing. The campaign 
has eadsd in a complete surrender to 
the military authorities, acd the in- 
habitants of Santiago, regardless cf 
class, have had their first object lessen 
in the new onWr cf things inaugurated 
by the war. Several important streets 
have been repaved, and all the public 
buildings have been thoroughly clean- 
ed, tbe work even extending to the 
cpe-ra house. 


The law courts, -which were abolish- 


ed TFijen General Shatter took the city, 
nave been reorganized. The sup-aica 
co'.irt is composed of carefully selected 
Cuban judges, the appointees nominat- 
ed wholly en account of legal attain- 
ments, the Ear association of the prov- 
ince having been consulted as to the 
character and qualifications of the netv 
judges. 


Ia the same manner local govern- 


ment has been restored, and native 
mayors and 
officials 
appointed, the 


only requirement being that persons 
accepting such offices shall take the 
oath recognizing the military occupa- 
tion of the island by the United States, 
but in no way committing them to any 
future form of government.

ChaunceyF. Keller was born in 


Somerset county, Pa., April 23, 1825. 
When about 12 years old he came with 
his parents to Ohio and settled in 
Knox county, where he grew to man- 
hood and learned his trade, that of 
millwright and pattern maker; he 
served his country in the war of the 
rebellion as First Lieutenant of Co. I. 
178th Regiment, O. V. I. 
Was dis- 


charged at Kashville, Tenu., June 17, 
1865; came to this city about 20 years 
ago. He was united in marriage to 
Angelina Chapman, Jan. 14th, 1884. 
He was injhe employ of the Lima 
Machine works most of the time unti 
some years ago declining health made 
it necessary for him to retire. He was 
however able to be about and attend to 
some business until the past year 
and a half he was unable to do any th ing 
but still enjoyed the comforts of his 
home and the serrices of his church 
wntil the eveming of the 6th day of the 
month, when in his weak condition he 
had the misfortune to fall at his home, 
from which he received injuries vbicb 
eventually hastened his death. He wiis 
in his early life associated with the 
Lutheran church, but since coming to 
Lima had not united with any church 
until January 31st, 1897, when he 
chose the church home of his compan- 
ion and muted with Trinity M. E. 
Church on^ probation, under the pas- 
torate of jjr. Waters, and was received 
into full membership September 5th, 
1897. He was also a memcer of

who kindly attended him in his last 
sickness. Brother Keller was an in- 
dustrious, economies! and accommo- 
dating man, a kind neighbor, good 
citizen, a devout Christion. and a de- 
voted husband. He past away Mon- 
day December 12th, at 11 a. m., being 
bedfast only six days, at the age of 73 
years, 6 months, and 19 days, leaving 
to mourn their loss his faithful and de- 
voted wife, four brother*, two nephews, 
with many friend* and acquaintances.
